Germany's continued reverses’ have 
caused the general staff to take pre- 
cautionary measures which were con- 
sidered out of the question only two 
months ago. These include the com- 
pletion of fortifications on the Meuse 
in connection with which trench dig: 
ging has been started on a large scale 
between Dinant and Givet. 

Thousands of prisoners of war and 
Belgian civilians are being occupied in 
the work. The Germans evidently be- 
lieve they will be forced back on the 
Meuse front this winter and doubtless 
hope to cling to that line until spring.

“Peace Soon,” Their Cry. 

“The Germans would have endured 
everything, the. contin ce of the 
blockade, famine rations, lack of 
shoes, and clothes and all the rest, if 
the military success had continued. 
No one ever believed it would be 
otherwise. The disappointment there- 
fore is something tragic and many 
people told me ‘if we have not peace 
soon we are lost.’ 


“To the general discouragement one 
must add, to give an adequate picture, 


that the Germans lack food and 
clothes, and living is rising to fantastic 
heights. How the people stand it I 
cannot understand. 

“There is little hope either for the 
future.

HE title, “ VIRTUOUS WIVES,” 
which Owen Johnson puts to his 
latest novel, is a satiric one. FPer- 
haps it is even an accusation. Or, 

at any rate, the book is, if not an ar- 
raignment, at least a merciless record 
of New York society in an era of changes 
and compromises and new phases of 
man’s eternal pursuit for happiness. 
[Little, Brown & Co.] 

In his long introduction to his iil 
he says: “ The configuration of New 
York, which has made the skyscraper a 
necessity, has determined an unrelent- 
ing conflict between the Past and the 
Present. Below this material destruc- 
tion and reconstruction, a profound 
change has been wrought in the soul 
of society. In 1890 New York was a 
city of homes; today it is a wilderness 
of transient hotels.” He says that 
for man to possess a home he must 
plant his feet in the soil.
